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Has LBJ Lost Control? 


A few weeks ago it seemed likely that 


President Johnson would respond to Gen- 
eral Westmoreland's desperate call for 
some 200,000 more American combat 
troops by-calling tip reserve and national 
guard units and dispatching as many men 
as the military; leaders in Vietnam were 
demanding. But as of now the indications 
are that only a few more will go. The 
election in New Hampshire and the world 
gold crisis has apparently made the 
difference. 


When President Johnson began request- 


ing a tax increase, he had already earned 
the distrust and lack of confidence of a 
number of Congressmen. Early in 1966 
when Federal Reserve Board Chairman 
William McChesney Martin was advising a 
tax raise, the President probably could 
have received the cooperation of Congress. 
But now, as the President is seriously 
challenged for-renomination as no Presi- 
dent in this century has been challenged, 
the bandwagon has disappeared. . 
, 


It is deeply unfortunate that the 


President's apparent decision not to send 
more troops is not based oh any real review 
of the war, its aims and limitations or a 
serious reassessment of our military role 
around the world. Secretary Rusk insisted 
before the-Senate Foreign-Relations Com- 
mittee that such a review was continually 
going on but his own assessment in public 
indicated that there had been no changes in 
policy. Instead the decision has been made 
for domestic political reasons and the 
serious international economic situation. 


All of this indicates something that a 


growing number of Americans had begun 
to suspect some months ago. Increasingly it 
appears that President Johnson has aatual- 
ly lost control of the policies of this nation. 


Bobby Come Lately 


Senator Robert Kennedy, and, in fact, 


almost all of the Kennedys, have had a 
charismatic appeal to the youth of the 
United States and indeed much of the 
world. It was this appeal that had much to 
do vHttk-the election of President John 
Kennedy and the subsequent elections to 
the Senate of his two younger brothers. 


But there may be room for some doubt 


that Senator Robert Kennedy has been able 
to hang on to the image of a youthful,- 
shaggy Pied Piper. 


Columnist James Reston suggests th'at 


one reason Senator Kennedy jumped into 
the presidential race last week was because 
"he has been losing ground steadily for the 
last two years and this could be his last 
chance." In particular he has been losing 
the support of the college youth who 
worked so hard and enthusiastically for 
their new hero, Senator Eugene McCarthy. 
On some college campuses there are 
petitions to "Dump Kennedy in '72" 
because of his refusal earlier to challenge

The fury of winter is seldom really over 


by the time spring officially comes to 
Wisconsin.

It is not only that he seems unduly 
influenced by the military rather than the 
diplomatic aspects of the Vietnamese 
situation.

rationally reviewed and the presence of our 
troops in Western Europe probably still 
•is important, there is a growing sentiment 
in Congress to bring them home. 


The President's Commission on Civil 


Disorders made serious charges and recom- 
mendations but the cities continue to 
simmer on the verge of armed insurrection 
in the summer. 


Critics of the strategy in Vietnam have 


pointed 
out that we are reacting to 


Communist attacks and fighting the war on 
their terms and to their advantage. It is 
becoming increasingly apparent that Presi- 
dent Johnson is similarly reacting to 
domestic and world events rather than 
taking a position of leadership. 


In a very real sense the President may 


have lost control of the direction of the 
nation. 


the President. There were some boos 
among the cheers when he appeared to 
march in the New York St. Patrick's Day 
parade. And obviously his decision to run 
at this time, after Senator McCarthy took 
the first risk, is not likely to enhance his 
image to the idealistic young. 


Senator Kennedy — again like most of 


the Kennedys — has a real understanding 
of practical politics and a considerable 
force of Democratic leaders working for 
him. President Kennedy and Senator Gold- 
water did not get the Presidential nomina- 
tions by accident. But even with such 
machinery, there is the need for the more 
nebulous matter of enthusiasm. 


It well may be that Senator Kennedy 


can regain the youthful following that he 
certainly once had. But it will take more 
than a shaggy haircut or 'criticism'of the 
President to do so. At present at least the 
charges of hesitation when he was needed 
and opportunism when the road looked 
safer will handicap his campaign on the 
campuses.

away. But what happened is 
not an accident. The commis- 
sion affair shows how much 
the Vietnam war has debased 
public life in this country. It 
suggests, to use" a slogan now 
going the rounds here, that 
things are going to get worse 
before they get better. 


On the face of it, the idea 


for the commission was ab- 
surd. If the President is dis- 
posed to change American 
policy, if he is in the slightest 
interested, he can do it with- 
out a commission. 


The State Department, the 


Pentagon, 
and the Central 


Intelligence Agency are full of 
officials appalled by what this 
country is now doing in Viet- 
nam. Except for the President 
and a handful of his top 
advisers, most of the civilians 
in the foreign policy establish- 
ment would be delighted to 
change course. 


MEN AROUND LBJ 


If anything, a Presidenial 


commission on Vietnam, par- 
ticulary 6ne with the names 
suggested, would have been a 
disadvantage. For it would 
have attracted attention, thus 
mobilizing the foes of change 
in the military-Congressional 
complex in a way that would 
have made any new departure 
even more difficult. 


That the commission idea 


got as far as if did says a 
good deal about the men now 
around the President. There 
was a time when there were 
officials in the White House 
and the Defense Department 
who asserted a discipline over 
Lyndon Johnson. 


They did not allow him to 


unbutton and be at east. They 
treated nutty ideas as nutty 
ideas and h a r e b r a i n e d 
schemes as h a r e b r a i n e d 
schemes. 


Now they are gone, and the 


President can be as glandular 
as he likes. It is not encourag- 
ing at all the Clark Clifford

It 
would be nice to know the role 
of the Secretary of State and 
of the White House staff.

Robert Kennedy's role. I must 
say a personal word. I have 
admired him for vears.

this respect he is unique 
among the politicians I have 
known — to tell a lie. Of those 
now contesting for the Presi- 
dency he seems to me by far 
the man best qualified for the 
job. 


But he has for some time

now been in a situation that 
presented no good choices. 
Entering the Presidential race 
was, and is, full of risks. 


As to the prudent course of 


sitting it out, or waiting to see. 
he was not Hamlet nor was 
meand to be. He does not 
know how to be uncommitted, 
particularly in the presence of 
something as monstrous as the 
Vietnam war. 


In the days that preceded 


his entry into the Presidential 
race. Senator Kennedy thrash- 
ed about for a position that 
would satisfy 
his personal 


need for commitment while 
equally catering to more pru- 
dent friends concerned for his 
political future. One of these 
friends, Mayor Richard Daley 
of Chicago, had the commis- 
sion bee in his bonnet. The 
Senator explored the commis- 
sion idea in order to go along 
with Mayor Daley. In the 
process he said and did some 
uncommonly foolish things. 


Lastly, there is the attitude 


of those who spread the story 
with such relish. I do not 
blame the Administration for 


striking out against Senator 
Kennedy. He is, after all, a 
declared political adversary. 


What is truly serious is what 


this episode says about the 
President's attitude toward the 
interplay of Vietnam policy 
and domestic politics. The 
basic fact is that the President 
reacts to challenge at home by 
playing the war President — 
by redoubling his commitment 
to Vietnam. 
BULLHEADED, STUBBORN 


Thus his supporters attacked 


Senator Eugene McCarthy in 
the New Hampshire primary 
with the charge that he was 
helping Ho Chi Minh. And now 
against Senator Kennedy, the 
Administration digs in more 
deeply on Vietnam policy. 


The President and the old 


political veterans around him, 
in other words, have as their 
sole political tactic the Viet- 
nam lash. On Vietnam, the 
Administration is prepared to 
be bullheaded, stubborn, arbi- 
trary, tenacious — even to the 
point of pulling down 
the 


house. 


But it happens that the 


Administration stand in Viet- 
nam is not opposed only by the 
President's political rivals. It 
is also opposed by a great 
many powerful men in this 
country and around the world. 
They can be as arbitrary and 
tough as the President. Thus, 
the more he indulges himself 
in the unbending position on 
Vietnam, the more certain he 
is — on taxes of gold or civil 
rights or something else — to 
bring on a basic collision. 


For that reason, the affair 


of the Vietnam commission 
cannot be dismissed as mere 
gossip. It expresses the very 
difficult position the country is 
now in — and the more acute 
troubles almost certain to 
come.

If such an accommodation is 
not made by the two Johnson 
challengers, t h e Wisconsin 
Kennedy machinery will be 
quite helpless The primary

Moreover, if McCarthy and
